HUGHES AND TORIO ENVOY CONFER ON 
DISARMING PARLEY. 
Extensive informal discussions as to the direction and scope 
of the disarmament conference already have taken place between 
Charles Evans Hughes, Secretary of State, and Baron Shidehara, 
Japanese Ambassador. 
What was outlined at those pourparlers j 
has been communicated to the representatives of the allied and , 
associated Powers for their information. 
The proceedings so far , 
were characterized as distinct forward steps. 
The thought which the United States Government has sought 
to drive home in those discussions is that the conference does not 
intend to “put over’’ anything prejudicial to the interests of any j 
of the participants. Japan has been told and shown that the right 
of national sovereignty will protect her sufficiently and that there 
is no desire on the part of the United States to take up questions 
that lack international bearing or character. 
Officials have every reason to believe now, it is understood, 
tnat Japan will accept on that basis and indicate a willingness to 
enter into discussion of Pacific and Far-Eastern problems. 
If 
that comes to pass the United States will at once get down to 
work on the preliminary arrangements for the conference, fix the j ever y o u 7 earn in ga ~ m ay” he, your in 
date, method and size of representation and other details which 
are necessary to bring the conference into being. 
No objections will be interposed then to an exchange of ideas 
as to the subjects to be discussed. 
The United States has no 
desire to be reticent. 
It merely wishes to bring to an end pre­ 
liminary discussions which do not bring nearer the goal in v ie w .: all pay. 
English— American English— is to be the official language millions 
of the W ashington conference on disarmament and Far Eastern 
questions. 
There seems to be no intention to conduct negotia­ 
tions bilingually (in English and French) as was done at Paris 
and Versailles. 
Perhaps Secretary Hughes will take occasion to 
point out this pertinent fact when the President’s formal invita­ 
tions to the conference are issued. 
Knowledge of such a decision 
undoubtedly will influence the choice of delegates from the non- 
English-speaking countries— France, Italy, Japan and China. The
